No. S.T. 20803. — -The Central Government (Ministry 
of Education) have accorded approval vide their letter 
No, F. 3-3 1/68-U.I, dated 20-9-1968, to the amend- 
ments proposed in the following regulations : — 

XXIV. Regulations for Punjab University Publication 
Bureau 

The following regulations shall govern the working of 
the Punjab Univeisity Publication Bureau which has 
been functioning since 1948 ; — 

1. The objects ot the Bureau shall be to piepare and 
or publish : — 

(i) Translations of siandard books of various sub- 
jects into Hindi and Panjabi (and any other 
language) as the Syndicate may decide; 

(ii) Text books in such languages and subjects the 
Syndicate may, from time to time, decide; 

( iii) Teamed, Reference and General hooks, in- 
cluding theses; 

(iv) Journals, Bulletins and Papers; and 

(v) Such other publications as may be decided by 
the Syndicate, from time to time. 

2. All matters relating to the Bureau, other than 
administrative, -will be considered by a Committee, which 
shall be called the Publication Bureau Committee, This 
Committee shall be appointed by the Syndicate evey 
two years and shall hold office from the 1st of January. 
There shall be a whole-time Secretary, whose duties and 
functions will be defined by the Vice-Chancellor, subject 
to the general control of the Syndicate. 

3. The Bureau mav arrange preparation, production 
and sale of its publications in such manner as mav be 
decided by the Syndicate, on recommendation of the 
Publication Bureau Committee. 

4. Selection of Presses and Book-binders for printing 
and binding the publications of the Bureau shall be 
decided by the Vice-Chancellor, but such decisions shall 
be reported lo the Publication Bureau Committee, 

5. The Committee shall consist of not less than 7 and 
not more than 1 1 members, including the Vice-Chancel- 
lor, who shall be its Chairman, and the Secretary of the 
Publication Bureau, who shall be its Member-Secretary. 
Three members shall form the quorum. In the absence 
of the Vice-Chancellor, the Committee shall elect a 
Chairman from amongst the members present. 

6. (i) The Committee shall hold its meeting as often 
as the work may necessitate but not less than tw'O times 
during a calendar year. A notice of at least seven days 
will be necessary to convene a meeting, but in an emer- 
gency the Vice-Chancellor may call a meeting even at a 
shorter notice, 


(;ii The mmutes of the meetings shall be recorded 
b\ the Secretary and confirmed by the Chairman. Copies 
will he supplied to the members as soon as possible.
